Who that has wan-
derad among the shrine placen of England has
nat felt & pang at some of Cromwell’'s work,
but what republican does not feel that Eng-
lnnd Ix freer today becausa of CromwaellT
These burnlngas and bleod lettings are ter-
rible, but they seem sometimes to be part of
the discipline of paln by which humanity finds
its way to what ls righteous and wise.

The Germans are, as all the world knows,
a drinking but not a drunken people. In war
time thia decent moderation is not abandoned.
In all my travels I have observed the soldlers
closely and I have found them nelther profana
nor drunken, On the eontrary, I havs times
and agnin—at Loon and at Charleviile In France
and at Metz and Aachen In CGermany—sasen
them kneellng In prayer befors the high altars
of the cathedrals.

The War Lie Problem

Thers are thres or four more polnta in your
artlele which I should llke to touch on briefly.
They come (n the massing of #tatements
toward the close of your remarks,

Notobly you sy this:

“Io you imagine that the thing has been
oxaggerated? Far from It; the volume of
erimmn has mnot yet been appreciated.” And
you pal your readers to “paruse tha horribls
aecounts tuken by the Belgian Commiesion,
which took evidence In the most careful and
consclentious fashlon'’

Now my observation is ithat there has been
the most frightful exaggeration, War, s
overyhody knows, Is a breeder of llew, This one
is no exception.
